W a s h in g t o n , November 5th. — A few 
subordinate officials of the Government 
cling to the idea that the United States 
statutes may be abrogated by the executive 
departm ents without the : :.i of Congress. 
Land Commissioner Sparks’ memorable 
orrder 
of June 4, I860, repealing the 
Homestead, Tim ber Culture and Desert 
Land Acts, which order was revoked by 
Secretary Lam ar twenty-iour hours after­ 
wards, was the first indication of this opin­ 
ion of executive prerogatives held by of­ 
ficials. The second came to light to-day in 
a disagreement between the Treasury De­ 
partm ent ami an official of Sparks’ Bureau, 
who does not seem to hold to the liberal 
opinion of his superior. In July last Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury Fairchild directed 
th e Customs officers and Sub-treasurers, 
when offered gold coin that was under the 
m inim um weight allowed by law, to place 
upon* the same a distinctive m ark to indi­ 
cate that it was light in weight and to refuse 
the same as a legal tender. 
Fairchild re­ 
cognizes that the law commands that all 
gold coin shall be held to be legal tender 
and acceptable by the U nited States offi­ 
cials when under the standard weight, in 
proportion to their actual weight, but he 
says it is not convenient for the Treasury' 
officials to weigh each piece; hence they 
m ust, after m arking the light coin, reject 
it. The holder him self m ust take the coin 
to the m ints and there have it tested and 
receive in reiurn for it full-weight coin or 
check. This order was received by the 
Sub-Treasurer at San 
Francisco, among 
other officials, and when Receiver T hom as 
J. Sherwood, of the M arysville Land Office, 
sent $1,000 to the sub-Trensurv for deposit 
in September, the Treasurer selected some 
$57, in gold coin, stamped it with a steel 
die as “ light,” and returned it to Sher­ 
wood. The latter found himself witli this 
gold coin on his hands so m utilated that 
neither bankers nor business men would 
receive it. 
He addressed a letter to the 
sub-Treasurcr, asking him by what right 
he refuses to receive gold coin of the United 
States, and further, by w hat right he vio­ 
lated the law of the U nited States and 
mutilates this coin. H e says he will re­ 
turn the coin to the sub-Treasury, as part 
of his deposit, and if it is not accepted he 
will have justice if he has to carry the case 
to the highest Court in the land. ’ The sub­ 
Treasurer transm itted Sherwood’s letter to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, with other 
correspondence in the case, and it was to­ 
day sent to the Commissioner of the Gen­ 
eral Land Office. Mr. Sparks, upon read­ 
ing it this afternoon, stated that he upheld 
and supported his subordinate in every par­ 
ticular. Sherwood is a Republican, and an 
appointee of a previous adm inistration.

W a s h in g t o n , November 5th.—It is yet 
impossible to 
accurately compute 
the 
Democratic majority' in the next House, 
owing to the uncertainty in seven or eight 
districts where a recount will be required 
to determine the result. 
In the doubtful 
districts the chances all favor the return of 
Democrats, and McPherson, of the Repub­ 
lican Congressional Committee, to-day con­ 
cedes a Democratic m ajority of at least 
twelve. There are four Labor candidates 
elected, and these gentlemen will in all 
probability act with the Democrats on 
every question save that of tariff. 
Samuel 
G. H opkins, elected to Congress from the 
Sixth Virginia District on the Labor ticket, 
said yesterday: “ I am a Democrat and was 
elected as such. 
I have been a Democrat 
all my life, and never voted any but the 
Democratic ticket and never expect to.” 
The other Labor candidates are said to be 
of Democratic antecedents. 
Carlisle’s election now seems assured, 
and he will unquestionably be elected 
Speaker of the Fiftieth Congress.

itate against him. 


CAUSES OF DEFEAT. 
Representative W atson, of Indiana, in 
explaining the causes of Democratic defeat, 
says: “ I have found no opposition to the 
Adm inistration. 
I have not heard a man 
say a word against it. The distribution 
of patronage has undoubtedly been an im ­ 
portant factor in the campaign, but nearly 
'•0 of the 143 Democratic members of the 
House failed to secure renom ination, and 
the defeat of the new candidates can’t be 
ascribed to any persona) mistakes by them 
in dealing with the patronage.”

as many cauces as were assigned to explain 
Blaine’s defeat for the Presidency. In the 
latter case it seemed m ainly due to a lack 
of a sufficient num ber of votes.

THE STATE ELECTION 


T h e 
I n d ic a ti o n s Stilt Favorable to th e 
J'.lection o f C arlisle* . 


C in c in n a t i, November 5th.—Carlisle is 
probably elected, but by a narrow m argin. 
Ife claims a tuaj 'rily of from lour to six 
hundred. 
Tbe offi '¡al count begins to-day 
in the eight counties composing the Dis­ 
trict, and m ust be completed before the re­ 
sult is definitely known. 
Unfortunately 
for those who are most anxious to learn 
the final result, the counties whose votes 
will decide the m atter are alm ost inaccess­ 
ible. Two of them have neither railroad* 
nor telegraph, but it is probable that 
enough information may be obtained some 
time during the night to furnish material 
for a decisive statem ent of the resuit. The 
opinion here is universal that the cause of 
the surprisingly close contest lay in the 
fart that nearly all ot the Democrats in the 
back counties were unaware ol any formal 
opposition to Carlisle, and thousands of 
Democra’a staid at home. Boone county, 
which will give Carlisle about five hundred 
majority, is Democratic by at least thirty- 
five hundred, and this is a sam ple of the 
indifference. The m ajority fur Tlioebe in 
Campbell and Kenton counties isdue chiefly 
to the large num ber of K nights of Labor 
in Covington and Newport. 
The chances 
this m orning are decidedly favorable to 
Carlisle. 
C in c in n a t i, November 5tb,— All the 
counties in the Sixth District are not yet 
heard from, but enough is known to make 
it certain that Speaker John G. Carlisle is 
elected by a m ajority of 700 or 800. W ith 
reference to his comparatively small m a­ 
jority, Carlisle said to-night to an Associ­ 
ated Press reporter: 
" If the vote against 
me last Tuesday had been larger than the 
vote against me heretofore, some signifi­ 
cance m ight be attached to it. Snch, how ­ 
ever, is not the fact. Two years ago my 
opponent received nearly twice as many 
votes as were cast against me on Tuesday, 
and yet. two years ago. my majority was 
nearly six thousand. 
If it had been gen­ 
erally supposed th at the opposition to m e 
really amounted to anything, 1 think my 
majority at this election would have been 
0,000 or’7,000. 
In outside cities and towns 
it was scarcely known I had an opponent, 
and even in the cities and towns m y friends 
attached very little im portance to the op­ 
position. 
They were thrown off their 
guard by the fact that several times, here­ 
tofore, candidates had an no on ceil them ­ 
selves in onposition and had received a 
very sm all vole.”

us for publication, as of probable interest to 
many of our readers : 
Exam ple 1.—To find the size of driving 
pulley, m ultiply the diam eter ol the driven 
by the num ber of revolutions it should 
make, anil divide the product by the revo­ 
lutions of the driver; the quotient will be 
tbe size of the driver. 
Exam ple 2.—Diameter and revolutions 
of driver being given, to find the diam eter 
of the driven that shall m akea given num ­ 
ber of revolutions, m ultiply the diam eter of 
tbe driver by the num ber of revolutions, 
and divide the product by tiie num ber of 
revolutions of the driven ; the quotient will 
bo the size of the driven. 
Exam ple 3.—To find num ber of revolu­ 
tions of tiie driven pulley, m ultiply the di­ 
am eter of the driver by its num ber of rev­ 
olutions, and divide by the diam eter of toe 
driven. The quotient will be the num ber 
of revolutions of the driven. 
The following exam ples will assist in de­ 
term ining diameters and speeds of pulleys ; 
A 30 inch pulley m aking 180 revolutions 
per m inute, drives by countershaft with a 
12-inch pulley. 
W hat is the speed of the 
latter ? Ans.—180 X 30 : 12 — 4C0 revolu­ 
tions per m inute. 
A countershaft is fo m ake 450 revolutions 
per roinnte, driven by a 30-inch pulley 
m aking 180 revolutions per minute. What 
will be the diam eter of the countershaft 
pulley? Ans.—180X30 450=12 inches. 
Jn calculating toothed gears, substitute 
the num ber of teeth for the diameters, as 
above.—Power.

His knees were scarcely bent, 
his arm s were drawn up to a right angle at 
the. elbow, with the hands clenched; bnt 
there was no w rithing of flip body, no vio­ 
lent heaving of the ehest.

effort at respiration his arm s sank lower 
and his legs hung m ere relaxed, until at 
last, straight and lank, he dangled, swaved 
s'ig h tly to anil fro by the w ind.—Southern 
Ritouac. 


L io h tn im ; H o le s o f tu f . A i.i-s.— Prof. 
Brim has published in the Archives He fíen- 
ere an interesting study on the so-called 
lightning holes to be found in the high 
Alps, 
fie and other investigators have 
found them at heights from 3 348 to 4.000 
meters, or between fl.OtiO and 13 000 feet 
above the sea-level. I ’sually they are found 
on summits. Sometimes the rocky mass, 
which has been vitrified in the passage ot 
the electric fluid, presents tlie appearance 
of small scattered pearls, sometimes of a 
series of semispherleal cavities only a few 
m illim eters in diameter. Sometimes there 
are vitrified rays going cut from a central 
point to a distance ot four or five inches. 
Sometimes a block detached from the mass 
appears as it bored through by a cannon 
ball, the hollowed passage being quite 
vitrified. The thickness of this vitrified 
coating or stratum never exceeds a m illi­ 
meter, and is sometimes not more than tbe 
quarter of that depth. The varying colors 
which it presents depend on the qualities 
end composition of the rock. The same 
may be said as to its transparency. On the 
Rungfisehorn the glass thus formed by the 
lightning is black, owing to the quantity of 
aetinolith which the rock contains. 
It is 
brown on La lluinette, the rock consisting 
of feldspar mixed with gneiss containing 
chloride of iron. Under the micro-cope 
these lightning holes display m any interior 
cavities, which must be attributed to the 
presence of water in the rock at the moment 
of m elting by the electric discharge. This 
vitrified material has uointluenceon polar­ 
ized light.— Larulon limes.

T H E BABY CHIM PANZEE. 
The most amiable and altogether lovely 
m onkey baby that ever lived among peo­ 
ple is the baby chimpanzee 
He is a roly- 
poly little fellow, with a large head and 
long arms, and his face looks like one of 
our babies', for it is light-colored and 
smooth, and tbe hair on his head is longer 
than it is in most monkeys. 
For two or three weeks, too, he is as 
helpless as a hum an babv. and has to be 
carried everywhere ; but then there begins 
to be a difference. 
He tries to get about 
alone, and it is only a few weeks before be 
can run around as well as any of bis fam­ 
ily. 
He goes on all fours, stepping on the 
knuckles of liis hands, and never laying 
them out flat on tbe palm . 
H e grows up faster than our babies, too. 
At six weeks old he begins to eat fruit, and 
long before a hum an baby leaves oil' bis 
milk diet the baby chimpanzee eats every­ 
thing his m other does, and he is able to 
scramble about in the trees in a way that 
no hum an baby—however old or skillful— 
can ever do. 
He is quite grown Jip at ‘J or 
10 years old. 
T he baby is very fond of a frolic, like 
other little l'ulk. 
in their native woods in 
Africa groups of young chimpanzees are 
seen playing together like a party of chil­ 
dren, running after each -other, turning 
somersaults. 
swinging, 
shouting 
and 
screaming, and, above all, drum m ing on a 
log with a stick, which they like to do as 
well as any of you boys like to play on a 
regular drum . When they are hungry they 
eat fruit or plants. 
But it is as a captive that tlie little 
chimpanzee is best known, and here he be­ 
haves curiously Hke a child. For one 
thing, he doesn't like to be shut up in a 
cage, and he does like to sit on tbe lap of 
his nurse and be "cuddled" like a baby. 
He will put his arm s around her neck and 
cry when she puts him down. In lact, he 
sometimes makes a great fuss about it, 
screams and throws himself on the floor, 
and kicks and rolls over. 
But this is not 
often. Generally he is gentle and affection­ 
ate and full of play, laughing when he is 
tickled, and giving little grunts of pleasure, 
while his hazel eyes twinkle with fun. 
The most interesting thing about the 
young chimpanzee is his desire to do as 
people do. 
H e greatly likes to get hold of 
clothes to wear. 
He easily learns to eat 
with a spoon and fork, to drink w ith a enp 
and saucer, and to enjoy our food, even 
hut tta. 
W hen he grows older he even 
goes so far us to like to smoke, und to 
shake hands. 
H e is very cunning and full of curiosity, 
as well as intelligent. 
H e can thread a 
needle and lock and unlock doors or boxes, 
using a key as well as anybody. 
Also, be 
likes to tease. One in the London Zoolog­ 
ical Garden had great fun in jumping upon 
a cage where lived some marmosets. These 
are little creatures, you know, and natural­ 
ly they chattered and crouched in a corner, 
and were frightened half out of their wits, 
This exactly pleased Master Chimpanzee, 
and in a few minutes, when they had got 
over their fright, he would pounce on them 
again. 
W hen denied what he wanted, the 
little fellow pouted and made harsh bark­ 
ing sounds, but if very angry—as I said—I 
lie screamed and rolled on tbe floor, open­ 
ing his m outh wide, and throwing his arms 
around to hit everything he could reach. 
H e was very affectionate to other chim ­ 
panzees, putting his arm s around them, 
and he liad great romps with an orang­ 
outang. 
All m onkeys—as well as children— are 
fond of playthings,and the one I am telling 
about was presented with a doll. 
He 
hardly knew at first whether to be afraid 
of it or not, and it was tied to the end of a 
rope. 
Then he could swing it and jerk it, 
which he did which great glee, laughing to 
see the antics of the thing, liis laugh is 
not so liearty as ours, but a sort of loud- 
whispered “ H a ! h a!” 
There has been a notion among people 
that a m onkev cannot smile, much less 
laugh, but that has been proved a mistake. 
Close observers, as Darwin and Buckland, 
affirm that the chimpanzee can do both. 
The baby chimpanzee likes to play with 
children, and whatever they do he does 
after them . 
If the youngsters m ake up 
faces at him , he returns the compliment, 
thrusting out his lips till they look like a 
trum pet. 
Like the e’oi'dien. too. he is 
fond of sweets and m ilk; and, unlike 
them , he will wash his own bands and face. 
H e's 
a droll 
little 
fellow, with high 
shoulders, and 
big ears, and beautiful 
white teeth, and his nam e is Troglodytes 
Niger.— fíliee Thorne Miller.

The bridegroom wore a “ top hat,” which 
seemed to have been kept in his family 
m uch after the fashion of his intended’s 
bridal crown. 
lie has a red waistcoat, 
very short in the waist, with brass buttons 
on it, and a singular kind of coat, very 
loose, with frontal ornament. There was 
just a suspicion of red piping down the 
side of the trousers 
lie was a muscular, 
sun-burnt, hardy-looking man ol about 
thirty, though probably younger than he 
seemed to be. 
The white bodices and 
colored skirts, the silver jewelry, of the 
gir's in the postew ior, and thesnow y head­ 
gear of the married women, with crimped 
lappets hanging down the back, and V- 
shaped, made a brave show.

H in ts to D y sp e p tic s. 
Much of the value obtained from m utton 
depends upon its cooking and previous 
tenderness. 
It should be kept till tender, 
and the tim e will depend upon the weather. 
The tenderness of meat and its cooking 
causes the fibers thereof to b e more easily 
broken up in the stomach ; it is thus di­ 
gested without delay. 
Beefsteak should 
be most tender before being subm itted to 
tbe proe.ess of cooking. 
It should always 
be done—or rather underdone—over a clear 
fire of coal cinders, or ctke, which is better 
still. 
Tbe dyspeptic will do well to give bashes 
and Gews a wide berth, unless they are ex­ 
ceptionally well cooked. 
Tripe is an easily-digested and most suc­ 
culent supper dish. 
Now as io pork. For a man who is in 
good health, and has the opportunity of 
taking cons'ant exercise in the open air, 
this food is good and nutritious, nut the 
invalid and dyspeptic m ust lieware of it. 
Ham or bacon, with eggs, in tbe morning, 
however, is tolerably easy digested. So i- 
p:g's liver with bacon; and cold pig's cheek 


! is good either as a supper or breakfast dish 
to those in ordinary- health. 
..-A-fter pork comes veal in the scale of in ­ 
digestibility, so that, on the whole, ray best 
advice to the dyspeptic is to leave both 
alone, with the exception of frizzled thinly- 
cut bacon as u relish in the morning. 
Sweetbreads, whether calves’ or sheep’s, 
are very nutritious and assist in the diges­ 
tion of other foods. 
On the whole, the healih-seeker will do 
wei! to make the flesh of the sheep anil ox, 
in moderate quantities, his staple,'so far as 
album inoid food is concerned, but he m ust 
vary this constantly with chicken, game, 
and fish, when in season. 
H e will hardly need to be told that beef 
and m utton, when good and properly 
cooked, give him life and energy, and there­ 
fore comfort, and to a great degree happi­ 
ness ; but I may rem ind him that an un­ 
due proportion of anim al food renders him 
more 
liable 
to inflam matory troubles, 
w hether acute or chronic; and, again, if 
subject to rheumatism or other blood com­ 
plaint, he m ust be cautious in the use of 
such viands.— CasselTs Family Magazine for 
November. 


Two G r e a t P r in c ip l e s .— Judge Steven­ 
son Burke, of Cleveland, is always sharp 
and incisive in a discussion of the labor 
question. Tbe other day, at tbe Fifth 
Avenue Hotel. H enry George’s name was 
m entioned in his presence, when he said, 
as reported by a New York Tribune reporter; 
“ U nderlying all social systems there are 
two great principles which workingmen 
and everybody else must recognize. The 
first is that the man who is responsible in 
business, who must shoulder the burdens 
of any business affair, who m ust pay the 
bills and keep the machine running, must 
have absolute control of that business. H e 
m ust be able to hire and discharge men as 
he sees fit, and to regulate tbeir wages with 
each one individually. Anv system of 
society that would fall short of giving this 
control to a man would soon be chaos. The 
second thing that m ust be recognized by 
the workingman is that there can be no 
employes unless there are employers. Em ­ 
ployers are as essentia! as employes. So­ 
ciety and business would be impossible 
without them . These two ideas that I 
have put in the shape of propositions are 
fundam ental. They reach down to the 
bottom of our whole society. 
W hen they 
bave been mastered and understood as they 
should be by the workingmen of the coun­ 
try, there will be no necessity for strikes or 
labor uprisings.”—Railway Review. 


A c t i v i t y 
i n R a i l w a y 
B u i l d i n g .—The 
remarkable renewal of activity in railway 
projection which characterizes the close of 
lS8ij Is now crowned by the biggest railway 
building scheme of the age. Tlie Chicago, 
Kansas and W estern Railway Company, 
which is backed by the Atchison. Topeka 
and Santa I-’c, has filed a charter ttndet 
which it proposes to build fiftv-two lines, 
comprising altogether 7,274 miles of rail­ 
way, all of which is to lie in Kansas. The 
new company is capitalized at $154,000,000 
This is a stupendous enterprise, indeed; 
one which would have been entirely out of 
the question, in point of expediency, two 
years ago, and the existence of which now 
reveals very suggestively the changed finan­ 
cial condition of the country. The im ­ 
mediate construction of all this projected 
mileage can hardly be expected, however. 
The charter is probably made broad in or­ 
der to head off, as far as possible, incur­ 
sions of rival roads into the Santa Fe road's 
territory. 
But the lines are well selected, 
with a view to actual traffic requirements, 
and it will probably not be long before all 
of them are in operation.— Rail way Reriew.

THE W H ITE CROSS. 


Society is constantly developing new 
methods and new agencies for accomplish­ 
ing good for mankind. 
A fair and unpre­ 
judiced review of social conditions and ac­ 
tivities will convince any but confirmed 
pessimists th at the agencies for good have 
not been outrun bv the agencies of evil. 
On the contrary im partial judgm ent will 
discern in th e pi ogress of the race intel­ 
lectually, parallel advancement by hum an­ 
izing influences, and no cessation on the 
part of religion or pure philanthropy to re­ 
sist evil. 
The societies for the prevention of cru­ 
elty to anim als; for the prevention of cru­ 
elty to children ; the children’s aid soci­ 
eties : 
tiie English day and night chari­ 
ties ; the various associations operating 
directly with and as adjuncts to religious 
orders ; societies for intensifying charitable 
efibrts; 
for the relief and rescue of the 
neglected poor; 
for the suppression of 
v i c e l'or prison reform : 
for the main­ 
tenance 
of retreats for 
those 
of 
the 
crim inal and abandoned classes disposed to 
reform ; 
the sanitary organizations; 
the 
many associated efforts to m itigate the hor­ 
rors of war, and to relieve those wounded 
in battle; 
the hundreds of associations 
laboring for the good of special classes of 
the needy and depraved; the evangelizing 
and missionary organizations; all theseand 
some hundreds of others, including socie­ 
ties for town and village improvement, for 
reforms of evils in personal habits, and 
scorer devoted wholly to intellectual and 
popular educational advancement, together 
w ith a still greater number laboring to 
qualify youth for life’s service, such a- 
m annal training s.'hools, art schools, re­ 
formatories, refuges and 
shelters, 
and 
scarcely a lessor num ber devoted to the 
aged, to providing homes for the feeble­ 
minded, homes lor veterans, homes for 
sailors, asylums for treatm ent of alcohol­ 
ism, etc., are products of tlie age in 
which wo live, and arc each and every one 
fortified work in resistance of and assault 
upon evil practices, habits, temptations, 
and misfortunes and crim inal environment. 
Among the later associations th at have 
conic into public notice is the W hite Cross 
organization. 
The purpure and aim of the 


s o c ie ty i> 
promote social purity. On this 
pivotal poin 
all its labors turn. Relieving 
th at purity i.i -oeiety m ust begin with the 
purity of 
- who labor for that result; 
every member of the O rder is required to 
bign a pltdge, written heneath this te x t: 
•' My strength is as the strength of ten. 
Because my heart is pure." 
The pledge reads : 
1 ,------- . promise by the heip of God— 
To treat ail women with reaped, and endeavor 
to protect them from wrong and degradation. 
To cudi avnr to put down nil indecent language 
and coarse jests. 
To maintain the law of purity as equally bind­ 
ing upon men and women. 
To endeavor to spread these principles among 
my companion •, and to try and help my younger 
brothers. 
To u.-.: ov< : y possible m eans to fuliill the com­ 
mand, •' k e e p ; liYSEi.F pure." 
W ho is there th at can point out ohjec 
tion to this code, unless it l>c. 


when owing to m arriage the line rises. The 
more gradual female decline is from 14 to 50. 
I*, is certain th at there is great ignorance 
among youths of tiie laws of life and 
health, and greater neglect than ignor­ 
ance. 
So, too, it m ost be confessed th at 
there is growing disrespect for the female 
sex ; and the alarm ing growth of the dis­ 
position to look upon woman w ith lust, 
and the consideration of her only in a 
physical sense. 
The sentim ent cannot be 
too industriously cultivated th at presents 
to a youth woman as his equal, his better 
in refinement and gentleness, and as one 
whom lie should respect and honor to the 
verge of adoration. 
F ilial duty declines 
precisely as the 
son loses respect for 
woman. 
The man cannot love sister and 
m other as he should, except he honors 
their sex. 
We have by no means exhausted the 
statem ent of the aims of the W hite Cross 
Association. 
But enough has been given, 
in our opinion, to incline every parent in 
the State to favor such an ellbrt and sim i­ 
lar association of men. The considerations 
that present themselves in support of such 
a movement are many and forcible, but 
cannot now be enlarged iqion. 
W e would 
lie the last to favor any organization to 
supplant home influence or duty, but in 
view of the fact th at such a work as th at 
of the W hite Cross cannot relieve any 
parent of the duty of properly training 
sons and daughters, but must be an aid to 
fathers and mothers, the scheme of the 
new hum anizing and refining O rder comes 
to us with great force, and commends itself 
w ith exceeding strength. 
T he m istake in 
it, if any, is the relation given by some 
branches of its work to churches and re­ 
ligious creed. 
T hat m ust antagonize, or at 
least repel, many who otherwise would he 
vastly benefited by it. Not to say th at this 
relation is wrong for all in the O rder pro­ 
fessing C hristianity, but we do insist that 
the work of culturing youth in purity of 
life can also be carried on independently of 
relation to any religious creed, and that all 
such work th e more contributes to religion 
by being wholly divested of sectarian char­ 
acter.

ing in trades until tbe men are proved to be 
steady, efficient workers or managers. 
5. The administration of tbe prisons so as to 
exclude all baneful influence of political par­ 
ties. religious sectarianism, and of labor par­ 
tisanship, when based upon the self-interest of 
' a class in opposition to the more general public 
welfare. 
6. The true prison system will care for dis­ 
charged prisoners differently and better than is 
now doue, praiseworthy as are the activities 
and spirit of various existing societies intended 
for this purpose. The m atter should not be left 
to voluntary benevolence, to individuals and 
organizations having only ¡crsuasive powers, 
with no legal authority to strengthen them. It 
is neither right nor expedient utterly to relax 
the legal control until a test is had determining 
tiie prisoner’s fitness for free life. Such contin­ 
ued guardianship is not an unwarrantable in­ 
fringement of personal liberty, lor the prisoner 
forfeited his right to liberty bv his crime. Nor 
is it impossible, nor, indeed, very difficult to 
m aintain such supervision; a single general 
agent, aided by the local police and benevolent 
individuals, with systematic corresimiidenee, 
covers the whole case ; and the work may be so 
managed that the State shall derive one of two 
beneflts in every instance; either the prisoner 
will be held to honest work and decent be­ 
havior. or he will flee the State; and if even sev 
eral contiguous States shall harmonize their 
laws and crim inal administration upon such a 
basis, then a positively repressing force may be 
brought to bear upon the crim inal classes 
throughout the country. 
The youthfuluessof criminals, their illiteracy, 
their poverty, and almost necessarily evil asso­ 
ciations, their homelessness, their moral insen­ 
sibility and wickedness, nil appeal for pity and 
assistance from the government of the State, 
which is in some sense responsible for their 
condition. Better public schools, with more 
of manual training, would save many ; the laws 
thatToster monopolists force the laborer to pen- 
uty and drive his children into crim e: the 
tolerance of vice and well-known haunts of evil 
offers inducements to outlaw ry: 
tenement 
houses in great cities ought to be regulated ; 
libraries, art repositories, free lectures, even the 
churches, might be made more accessible and 
attractive to the boys and the poor. Recogniz­ 
ing the responsibility ot society for cultivating 
the criminal diathesis, the dictates of humanity 
should move the State to make amends.

The practical work of the 
society—now scarcely three years old, but 
num bering hundreds of thousands of mem- 
lters—in regard to young men, should 
alone commend it to favor.

W hat parent in the land would object 
to his son being pledged to such a code of 
puritv ar.d the violation of which all 
know results so largely from mere neglect, 
laziness, carelessness, lack of honest pride 
and m oral stability. 
The strength that ¡

tain each other in enforcing such a cotie ! 
is undeniable. 
Some statistics are pre­ 
sented by th e O rder, to prove the need of j 
such organization.

those given by Quetelct, who proves that , 
on the average the life of males is safest at j 
II, and that it declines from th at to 21, I 


The expression 
of no man concern­ 
ing 
prison 
reforms 
will 
command 
broader or more respectful attention than 
th at of Mr. Brockway, the well known 
practical penologist. 
In an article in the 
November Forum, on “ T he State and the 
Crim inal,” he has at some length set forth 
his views regarding the treatm ent and 
punishm ent of the State’s prisoners. 
Some 
of his statem ents of fact and his argu­ 
ments—the result of long experience in 
the control of crim inals—are so striking 
and forcible that they ought to have much 
broader reading th an they are likely to 
receive if confined to the 
admirable 
review in which they appear. 
Mr. Brockway holds crim e to be a dis­ 
ease, and to be contagious. 
H e is ecrthin 
that it can often be traced to a physical 
cause in the progenitor. 
Hence it is in­ 
sisted th at the State should prevent posi­ 
tively crim inal stock from procreating its 
kind, at least he would have the State 
exert Its sovereign authority to break up 
the 
breeding-places of crim inals 
that 
Haunt their insignia in the face of law and 
decency. 
He would apply remedial rather 
than retributive treatm ent. 
The repres­ 
sive power of the crim inal law is not so 
much in its penalties as in prom pt de­ 
tection and certain conviction—the two 
elements of crim inal treatm ent at present 
slowest and most uncertain. 
Modern legislation lie believes is too 
careful of the rights of criminals upon 
trial. 
H e says: “The lawyer’s maxim 
that in crim inal trials the whole duty of 
the defense is to clear the client, and that 
the advocate is absolved from obligations 
of good citizenship and morality— this, to­ 
gether with the questionable tactics often 
employed, not only leads to endless delays 
but puts into the mittds of prisoners many 
pernicious notions. 
They often leave the 
dock w ith exaggerated views of their own 
importance and a reduced estim ate of the 
wrong of their 
crimes.” 
H e objects 
strongly to the common sentim ent th at 
first offenders should he let oft', for no act 
of crime should be passed over when it 
exhibits the presence of crim inal impulse. 
The beginning of actual criminal conduct 
is the point at which to begin the cure of 
the criminal. 
“W hat is needed,” lie says 
on this point, “is not leniency but se­ 
questration, an:', there ought to be a com­ 
plete cure before the novice in crime is al­ 
lowed his liberty again.” 
Mr. Brookway, whose judgm ent will not 
l¡e questioned by any who have knowledge 
of his em inent success in New York, 
whjch State has more than once declined 
to dispense with his services, regrets that 
convicted crim inals must be, for ever so 
short a time, confined in county jails. 
It 
will present itself to all who have given 
the subject any considerable attention, 
with force that, as Mr. Brockwav insists, 
the idleness, evil associations, ribald talk 
and bravado th at prevail in the county 
jails are evils demanding immediate sup­ 
pression. 
Added to these ills are the ex­ 
hibitions of sym pathy on the part of ntis. 
taken philanthropists, their gifts of deli­ 
cacies and 
flowers, and 
th eir general 
fussiness. 
< If all this lie demands absolute 
suppression by th e .State. 
As a remedy ho projKtses the abolition 
of county jails altogether, and the central­ 
ized, non-partisan control of all prisons. 
The further conclusions of this em inent 
penologist wo present in full, though they 
much extend this article, since they are 
concisely stated and cannot well be com­ 
pressed, and we deem it of the highest 
importance that the thought of the people 
should be informed of the judgm ent of a 
man who has so thoroughly tested all the 
more advanced systems of prison reform. 
The subject w ill officially come before 
the approaching session of our Legislature 
and should have, therefore, the broadest 
possible prior consideration. 
Mr. Brockwav says that any prison 
system th at is really protective as against 
crimes m ust contain the following con­ 
stituents in addition to the one we have 


named: 
1. The indeterminate sentence ,so c-aiied). or 
a maximum sentence in place of the usual time 
sentence ; the centralized prison government 
hating power to transfer prisoners from one 
prison to another and conditionally to release 
and recommit them. 
J. A graduated system or series of prisons, 
possessing for all and for each a unified system 
of grades. 
S. The conditions of progress in prison and of 
conditional and of absolute release must be (a) 
the prisoner's satisfactory performance, while 
yet In custody, in self-control, proper regard for 
the rights of others and respect for law as such : 
his well-tested disposition and anility to

POPULARIZING THE LECTURE. 


W ith the oncoming of w inter the social 
potentialities of community life become 
more prom inent in the m atter of m ingling 
and grouping for pleasure and entertain­ 
ment. 
The w inter season, by reason of the 
inclemenev th at confines a people to a lo­ 
cality, and the long evenings that invite 
devices for their pleasant disjtosal, largely 
in its reunions and communings, takes the 
form of mere amusement, regardless of the 
entertaining quality. It is a m atter of regret 
that only the m inor activity of community 
life in the purely social season is of an in­ 
tellectual character. 
It is som ething very difficult, for in­ 
stance, to m aintain in any town or city— 
of California, at least-—in any season, a 
course of lectures of the higher order. 
Even in the vast population of San F ran­ 
cisco lecture seasons have, as a rule, been 
failures. 
The 
dancing 
party, 
the 
theater, the m instrel halls, never fear ri­ 
valry from such quarters. 
I t would be 
unjustly severe to say this is due to lack 
of intellectual tasteor desire. 
It is attrib­ 
utable, hi our judgm ent, to two causes— 
the unparalleled broad opportunities for 
reading by all men and women, and the 
error into which the great mass of lecture 
and lyceurn managements fall, of going to 
the extrem e in choosing severity of method 
for the speakers; for we note that the 
lecture course addressed to every-day needs, 
to tbe fancy, the im agination, ami that 
runs upon what m ight be termed, for lack 
of a better phrase, the popular plane, sel­ 
dom fails to draw out large audiences. 
Let a traveling lecturer appear who 
talks v. ittjly and incisively to the people of 
their physical ailments ami needs, and il­ 
lustrates his themes by an elaborate display 
of 
anatom ical 
subjects, 
diagrams, 
etc., 
and 
who 
assumes 
to 
give 
advice 
th at 
will 
in 
some 
respect 
relate to the mysteries of life, and he will 
meet w ith a popular ami paying response. 
The 
most 
ordinarily 
thrown-together 
common-place about travel and foreign 
scenery, or war, or city life, backed by 
stereopticon views flashed upon a broad 
canvas, will in-ure crowded houses. 
But 
the lecturer upon political economy, or 
the speaker who proposes to discuss men­ 
tal problems, or to dwell u[»on the develop­ 
ment of culture and the progress of civili­ 
zation, or systems of education, or the 
needs of a new country, or the schools of 
art, or indeed upon the advance in scien­ 
tific research and discovery will, in this 
State at least, find hut a very lim ited nurn- 
ber who will care to hear him. 
The jteo- 
ple, we must assume, on all these and like 
subjects read to the full of their taste', 
anti w hen it comes to the question of “ an 
evening out” prefer, in the main, intellect­ 
ual or purely physical amusement, rather 
than intellectual entertainm ent and stim u­ 
lant. 
T he public library, the wealth of 
magazine literature, the 
m ultitude 
of 
hooks and their cheapness, the unques­ 
tioned augm entation of the reading taste 
as evidenced by the marvelous growth of 
the book-making business, supplant the 
rostrum and belittle the old-time lyceum 
lecture courses. 
And this tru th is now 
patent to even- observer. 
Those who propose to engage the peo­ 
ple in winter evening enjoyments outside 
the home, must be driven to the conclu­ 
sion th at the appeal for audiences must lie 
made upon a less exalted, not to say less 
sober plane than was occupied in even tbe 
last decade. 
“ P o p u lar” entertainm ents 
have come to mean those that do not call 
for greatly vigorous exercise of the in­ 
tellectual powers : th at are attractive be­ 
cause curious, novel and addressing other 
than the mental senses. 
Fortunately for 
science, art, literature, 
history, music, 
earn, at legitimate work, en.ugbm p ro v id e ^ med¡dne> „ id all simUar topics, th e aids 


side of those treating theological and edu­ 
cational disputations, th at may not lie so 
presented as to popularize them . 
And 
there are plenty of men, too, w ithin every 
considerable community, having certain 
special knowledge, capable of engaging 
successfully in this means of popular edu­ 
cation. 
The fiehl for w inter evening en- 
tzrtainm ents should not he surrendered to 
the 
theater, the 
m instrel 
hall, 
the 
dance, 
or 
the 
card party, 
or 
even 
to the mere society social. 
There is room 
euough for all of these without utterly 
crowding out of the arena the popular 
lecture, the intellectual entertainm ent, or 
the refining and cultivating agencies ad­ 
dressed to m ental digestion. 
But these 
are being crowded out. 
The displacement 
began nearly ten years ago in California, 
and has been steadily going on, until now 
It is w ith the greatest difficulty that the 
very classes for whom these courses would 
prove most beneficial can be drawn to 
them . 
T he scholarly and cultured will 
not “ come out ” except the speaker is an 
extraordinary man in the world of leant 
ing. 
As compared to the ordinary lecturer 
the home library is a successful rival. 
Hence it is th at for the proper conduct of 
lecture education, there must be injected 
into it something of amusement, toned by 
entertainm ent.

A SHARP 
REPLY. 


Congressman Ranney of Massachusetts 
was appealed to by George W illiam Cur 
tis, President of the Civil Service Kefonn 
League, upon the extension of the system 
of appointm ents by competitive exam ina­ 
tions. 
Mr. Ranney replied promptly, and 
in a tone th at should have struck home to 
Mr. Curtis and have caused him to suffer 
some m ental self-reproach in view of the 
fact that lie was a pronounced mugwump 
and believes still in correcting Republican 
ills by giving aid and comfort to the Dem­ 
ocracy. 
Mr. R anney in substance says that he 
is warmly in favor of all eliorts to purify 
the civil service, and to lift it out of the 
m ire of political contention. 
He would 
apply its principles, indeed not only to ap­ 
pointm ents to the civil service, but to 
elections so far as is possible. 
Bftt he 
sarcastically and incisively adds that civil 
service reform should cease giving aid and 
comfort to the Democratic party, “ whose 
power is m aintained hv tram pling on the 
popular will as expressed at the ballot- 
box.” 
And he m ight have added, which 
party also is the secret enemy of the re­ 
form and only awaits a favorable oppor­ 
tunity to blot it out. 
Indeed, in the 
F orty-ninth Congress no leaders intro­ 
duced 
bills, the 
express 
purpose 
of 
which was to nullify the law on which 
the reform now rests. 


THE DECLINE OF ORATORY. 


The St. Louis Globe-Democrat is puzzled 
to find a satisfactory explanation oí the 
decadence of the art of oratory, “which 
once flourished so splendidly in the United 
States.” 
It is probably due to the wider 
field now filled by the press. 
T he people 
are more a reading and less a hearing peo­ 
ple. 
There is therefore less stim ulant for 
oratory. T he encouragement for the public 
speaker is lacking, and as a consequence 
the exercise of the art of speaking has 
fallen into decadence. 
It does not testify 
to any lack of native ability, but to the 
lessened need for oratory. 
The public 
men, the statesmen, even the clergymen, 
reach the largest audiences through the 
medium of print. 
The means of thus ad­ 
dressing the people m ultiplying, it is natu­ 
ral th at the more confined and laborious 
methods should be less employed. We are 
not any less a nation of speechmakers than 
we were fifty years ago— indeed, we have 
proportionally more of public addresses 
front the rostrum than in the past, hut the 
daily paper, the magazine and the review 
have lessened the need for men to attend 
upon public meetings where argument ad­ 
dressed to reason is advanced. 
T hat, it 
would seem, is the chief cause for the de­ 
cline of oratory. 
There is not, we think, 
any poverty of oratorical resource, hut 
there is greater wealth of reading hearers-

The mean tem perature for October during m any years (thirty-three) was 62.5°, while 
October, 1880, was but 57.1°, being 5° cooler than the average October, the lowest mean 
temperature being 56.S° in 1881. October, 1881, was then a cooler m onth than the one 
at present under discussion. The highest mean tem perature occurred in October, 1863, 
78.0°, which was rem arkably high ; therefore we m ust conclude that October. 1853, was 
an extraordinarily warm m onth for the season. 
The average rainfall for thirty-seven years during October was .70 of an inch. October, 
1886, gave .68 of an inch. 
In its rainfall condition last m onth was nom inal. The great­ 
est precipitation in October in thirty-seven years was tu 1S58 and 1876, being 3.01 inches 
and 3.46 inches respectively.

SPECIAL B U LLETIN FOR OCTOBER. 
The following bulletin has bean issued from the Signal Service headquarters in San 
Francisco: 
Rainfall—The am ount of precipitation lias been above the average northw est of a line 
including the H um boldt valley, in Nevada, passing through Sacramento and thence to 
Monterey, except near Puget Sound and the lower W illam ette valley. In southern Cali­ 
fornia ami in the San Joaquin valley less than the average has fallen. 
Front the 4th to 
Utli rain fell in showers as far south as tbe northern California boundary' line, and on 
the northwest coast. From the 12th to Blth a rainy period prevailed over < Iregon and 
W ashington Territory, and during tiie 13th ami 17th extended into California south to 
Merced county, and on the coast south of San Francisco. During the 224 and 23d light 
showers fell as far south as the upper Sacramento valley. From lhe27ih to early on the 
31st rains occurred from the lower Salinas valley, and in the San Joaquin valley, near 
L a k e Tulare, northward, in heavy showers. In southern California sprinkles fell the 
10th and from the 2!lth and 31st, but not in measurable quantities, except at San Diego, 
the 31st. 
Tem perature—About the therm al mean lias been m aintained, except in California 
and Nevada, where it lias been from Io to 5° below it. At Los Angeles and Sacramento 
it has been 4°, and at San Francisco 2° below. W arm periods occurred in W ashington 
Territory and Oregon on the 1st to 3d and 25th, and cool the lOlh, llth , 20th, 29th to 
31st. It was warm in the Sacramento valley the 2d, 3d, 4th, 6th and 7th, and in south­ 
ern California the 12th. Cool spells occurred in central and northern California the ilth, 
101b, ltiih to 18tb, 23d, 20th to 31st, and in the southern part of the State on the 10th, 
llth ’, 13th to 16th, 27th, 30th and 31st. 
Frosts—On the m orning of the llih and 12th frosts occurred in the vicinity of San 
Francisco aud as far south as San Luis Obispo—Santa Barbara and Los Angeles counties 
in places. 
Sand-storms—During the prevalence of areas of low pressure over the desert districts 
in southwestern California, on the Oth and 10th, 17th, 18th aud 20th, severe sand-storms 
occurred. 
Pressure—During thirteen days of the m onth high pressure predominated—except in 
northern and Central California,during ten days only. Low-barometer conditions prevailed 
over W ashington Territory to Central California daring live days, and none occurred on 
the coast portion of southern California. The cyclonic area, on the 14th and 15th, and 
the anti-cyclonic areas, on the 20th, 23d and 31st, were the notew orthy features in the 
North Pacific; likewise the high-pressure area over California, the 21st, 22d and 31st. 
r General conditions—The absence of frequent and severe drying north winds, the early 
extension of rain areas southward, the cool weather, the presence of heavy rain-storms 
in Arizona, the existence of fogs, and the rapidity of weather changes, would, from 
analogy with past seasons, appear to be the forerunner of a reasonably cool, wet winter.

Coast R ailroad Lines. 
[5. F. Bulletin, November 5th. 
“ The growth of California,” said Senator 
Stanford this afternoon. “ has been ranid 
during the past few years, but I think that 
it will grow yet more rapidly, and that the 
next few years will see the northern part of 
the State develop very fast. Our road hav­ 
ing been completed through to New Or­ 
leans, we are paying attention to the build­ 
ing of lateral lines. 
Our purpose is to 
shorten the distance over wltfeh fruit in­ 
tended for shipm ent to the Fast shall be 
carried by wagon to rail. 
ith the best 
handling fruit is likely to be injured by 
wagon transportation, and while this may 
not appear at the shipping point, any in­ 
jury will develop by the tim e the shipm ent 
reaches tbe East, and the price is conse­ 
quently lowered. W hen we built eastward 
we thought to control the trade west of flte 
Rocky M ountains for California, but the 
completion of other roads prevented that. 
Whoever controls the carrying trade gener­ 
ally centróla commerce. Now we are budd­ 
ing a north and south trunk line which 
will connect British Columbia, New Or­ 
leans and the City of Mexico, and every 
line from the Fast m ust touch our north 
and south line somewhere. The completion 
of the Oregon line is of the greatest im ­ 
portance to California tit large and to ban 
Francisco, and particularly to the northern 
part of the State. 
" Oregon has now a population of about 
300,000. and W ashington Territory has 
about 100,000. Northern California is as 
good a fruit country as southern Califor­ 
nia, and in some respects better. 
W ith the 
completion of our northern line, the fruit 
of northern California will supply both 
Oregon and W ashington Territory, and will 
also find a m arket along the lines o f both 
the Canadian and Northern Pacific roads. 
The trade of the newly-opened country in 
northern California San Francisco will be 
able to control, and the benefit will be con­ 
siderable. The rapid grow th of the north­ 
ern part of the State is sure. 
All the Sac­ 
ram ento valley js capable of irrigation. 
There is less inducem ent to cut up land in 
sm all holdings north of Sacramento than 
in oilier sections. The annual rainfall sup­ 
plies sufficient water to m ake one crop al­ 
most sure without irrigation every season, 
and therefore the country is favorable^ to 
large grain fields and cattle ranges. 
Yes, 
the rapid growth of California is certain."

Joseph P. Phelan, attorney-at-law, win se 
wife died suddenly a few days ago in O ak­ 
land, is lying ill at the residence of friends 
in this city. The statem ent that he b id 
disappeared rnj steriously. and that his 
friends were ala 'med for his safety, is found 
to be a mistake. 
A m eeting of the freight agents of the 
transcontinental lines was held yesterday 
in the office of the A tlantic and Pacific. It 
was agreed to guarantee the present rates 
up to the night of the 13th instant, with the 
exception of the hop rate, which was ad­ 
vanced to $1 35 to New York, regardless of 
valuation of shipm ents. 
The State M ining Bureau has received 
from Charles G. Yale a collection of speci­ 
mens of peculiar and interesting ores front 
Australia and New Zealand, including sil­ 
ver ores rich in bromide and chloride of 
silver, in a ganguc of kaolin (clay), in 
which condition silver is very rarely found. 
The kaolin has the further peculiarity of 
containing a num ber of sm all garnets. 
Stephen Burns died at the City and 
County Hospital Thursday from the effects 
of injuries received on Tuesday night by 
being knocked down by a dum m y of the 
M arkct-street line, at the crossing of Four­ 
teenth street. 
It is claimed that Burns was 
intoxicated at the time, and that he stag­ 
gered in front of the dum m y. Burns was 
a native of Ireland, 53 years of age, and 
was employed by A. Buckman, a con­ 
tractor. 
Con Creegan. the gripman, was 
arrested on a charge of m anslaughter and 
afterward released on his own recogniz­ 
ance. 


N om enclature of Iron and Steel. 
Pig iron is m elfel direct from the ore in 
a furnace, and contains from 3 to 5 per 
cent, of carbon. 
W hen m elted it is called 
“cast iron” or “m etal.” 
. 
Spiegel iron is precisely the same, but it 
contains in addition from •> to 15 per cent, 
of manganese. 
Bar iron, often called wrought iron, is 
pig iron which has hcen smeited and de­ 
prived of nearly all its carbon, either in a 
puddling furnace, or by the W allon, Lan­ 
cashire, or other analogous process; 
the 
spongy mass or ball of iron is usually ham ­ 
mered or rolled into a bar. 
Puddled steel is precisely tbe same as 
“ bar iron,” except that the process of pud­ 
dling is stopped when rather more than 
hall of the carbon lias been removed from 
the pig iron. There is, consequently, r.o 
hard and fast line between bar iron and 
puddled steel, the one intergrading into the 
other by imperceptible degrees. 
Although 
there an infinite num ber of interm ediate 
stages between the softest bar iron and the 
hardest puddled steel, and although it is 
impossible to state the exact percentage of 
carbon which marks the dividing line be­ 
tween tbe one and the other, it is usnal to 
call puddled bars which cannot be har­ 
dened in water bar iron, and all those 
which can puddle, steel. This dividing 
line falls somewhere near a m ixture con­ 
taining one-half per cent, of carbon. 
Blister steel is bar iron which has been 
converted into steel in a converting fur­ 
nace, and varies in the am ount of carbon 
which it contains from one-half to one and 
one-half per cent. 
Bar steel is blister steel which has been 
tilted or rolled down to the size required. 
Cast steel is steel that has been melted in 
“pot” and poured into a “mold,” thus 
becoming an ‘'ingot,” which is afterward 
hammered or rolled to the size required, 
it may be of various “tempers,” varying 
in percentage of carbon which they contain 
from three-quarters or less to one and one- 
half or more. 


A study of the water-spouts observed on 
or near the Gulf Stream has proven to H. 
R. Gibson, of Harvard College, that they 
are much less rare in w inter than m ight be 
supposed. The dates of their occurrence 
appear to coincide with the extension of 
cold northw est winds, or “ cold waves,” 
from the laud out over the relatively warm 
sea. 


R ailroad Item s. 


The railroad workers are gradually push­ 
ing the work along from Strawberry val­ 
ley, where the track will be completed to 
the new town of Sisson to-day or to-mor­ 
row. 
If three weeks more of good weather 
ptevails, the track will be completed to 
Butteville, and by New A'ear's it wiil he 
finished to the vicinity of Yreka, as work 
can be carried on rapidly after reaching 
Butteville. 
The road wili run across tbe 
Kdson ranch, and may yet come throngh 
Yreka, if our citizens will m ake an effort to 
secure the main line. The locating survey 
has not yet been settled upon in this local­ 
ity, and when it is made our citizens should 
interview Chief Engineer Hood. who. we 
are informed, entertains the opinion that it 
would not be very difficult to run through 
here, but could tell better on m aking new 
surveys. 
. 
Our farmers, stock-raisers and producers 
generally in this county will no doubt he 
able to sell a large am ount of grain, bay, 
and ail kinds of home products to the rail­ 
road this winter and next sum m er, while 
the railroad work progresses. 
A great 
quantity of produce has 
already been 
h a u led 'to railroad camps during the past 
summer, aud even during last winter, hut 
from now on to completion at the Oregon 
boundary, there is no reason why all the 
farm sujiplies car,not be furnished by Sis- 
kivou county.— Yreka Journal. Save'.d<tr lid. t

N e w I n d u s t r y in S w e d e n .—A new in­ 
dustry has lately sprung up in Sweden, 
and promises shortly to become a most im ­ 
portant one. Oil for illum inating purposes 
is now manufactured in that country from 
the stum ps and roots that remain in the 
forests after the tim ber has been cut. These 
are subjected to a process of dry distilla­ 
tion, and besides wood-oil m any other pro­ 
ducts are obtained, among woich turpen­ 
tine, creosote, acetic acid, wood charcoal, 
tar-oils, etc. This oil can not be used in 
ordinary lamps, as containing a large pro­ 
portion of carbon it gives off a great deal 
of smoke 
during 
combustion. 
W hen 
mixed w ith benzine, however, it may be 
used in ordinary benzine lamps, but when 
burned alone a 
SDecial lam p rnnst be 
adopted. Tbe trees that furnish Ihe greatest 
am ount of oil are the pine and fir. There 
are now about forty establishm ents encaged 
in this m anufacture in Sweden.— Foreign 
Letter.

H e said, however, that they 
were both wrong, and for th at reason he 
did not wan! to prosecute. The exam ina­ 
tion occupied several hours, and resulted in 
the case being taken under advisem ent....... 
The case oí E. S. Hooker, charged with 
personating an otlicer, was stricken from 
the calendar, on m otion of the City A ttor­ 
ney, there being nothing in it......Louis 
Petera’ case of obtaining money under false 
pretenses was also stricken from the calen­ 
dar. 
Last fair tim e he sold to a friend, A. 
Mazzini, a watch charm , representing it to 
be gold, and a day or two afterwards left 
town. The property proved to be only a 
semblance of gold, and, on Peters coming 
to the city on Thursday, en route to San 
Francisco, and calling on Mazzini, the lat­ 
ter accused him of sw indling to the amount 
of $18, the price paid for the charm . Peters 
declared his innocence, asserting that ha 
bought the article for gold and always 
thought it was. and was willing to refund 
the money. 
He was about to leave for San 
Francisco yesterday m orning when officer 
Sullivan arrested him for obtaining money 
by false pretenses. The m atter was fixed 
up between Mazzini and Peters, however, 
and the case was not prosecuted. 


C om m itted S u icid e. 
H enry Van Hensen, who made Sacra­ 
m ento his hom e several years ago, being 
engaged as a clerk in the store of Moore & 
Co., clothiers, on J street, and subsequently 
being connected with C. A. Peake A Co., 
on F ront street, but for some years em ­ 
ployed as traveling salesman for San Fran­ 
cisco m erchants, died suddenly in his room 
at the W estern Hotel W ednesday night. A 
two-ounce vial that had contained carbolic 
acid was near his bedside, and Coroner 
Clark deemed the circumstances such as to 
demand an inquest, which was held last 
evening, the jury returning as their verdict 
that death resulted from an overdose of 
carbolic acid, cdcninist r.d with his own 
hand with suicidal intent. 
Deceased left 
no writing intim ating his intention to 
commit tue fatal act. 
H e had been at the 
W estern about a week, and when he re­ 
tired W ednesday evening appeared to be in 
his usual health and spirits. H e leaves 
a wife and one or more children, who are 
said to be at present in the East. Some 
years ago Mr. Van Hensen hail an attack 
of insanity, from which in course ot tim e 
it 
was believed he entirely recovered, 
but his suicide may doubtless be traced to 
a relapse. 
It is somewhat singular, speak­ 
ing of the gentlemen named above, that 
all three of them died under peculiar cir­ 
cumstances. 
Mr. Moore lo3t his life in 
consequence of injuries received during u 
railroad collision in the East, and left a 
considerable portion of his fortune to Mr. 
Peake. The latter was thrown front a 
hotel om nibus near the station-house one 
evening a few years afterwards, while rid­ 
ing over from the California Pacific depot— 
the road then running along west of the 
City Hall building—and sufi'ered ¡1 fracture 
of the skull, which caused death in a short 
time, and Mr. Van Heusen, his bosom 
friend, has term inated 
his 
own exist­ 
ence.

STONEWALL JACKSON. 


H ow th© G roat 
C o n fed era te C h ieftain 
F e ll—Ilia L ast C om m an d ou th e F ield . 
(.'¿plain Jam es Power Sm ith describes 
Stonewall Jackson’s last battle in the Octo­ 
ber Century. 
From this article we quote 
the following: “ W hen Jackson had reached 
the point where his line now crossed the 
turnpike, scarcely a m iie west of Cbancel- 
lorsviile, and no? half a m ile from a line of 
Federal troops, he had found his front line 
unfit for the farther and vigorous advance 
he desired, by rcusou of the irregular char­ 
acter of the lighting, now right, now left, 
and because ot the dense thickets, through 
which it was impossible to preserve align­ 
m ent. 
Division 
commanders found it 
more and more difficult as the twilight 
deepened to hold their broken brigades in 
hand. 
Regretting the necessity of reliev­ 
ing the troops in front. General Jackson 
ordered A. P. H ill’s division, his third and 
reserve l.ne, to be placed in front. 
W hile this change was being elfected. 
im patient and anxious the General rode 
forward on the turnpike, followed by two 
or three of his staff and a num ber of 
couriers and signal sergeants. 
He passed 
the swampy depression, and began the 
ascent of the hill toward Chancellorsvi 11 e, 
when he came upon a line of the Federal 
infantry lying on their arms. 
Fired at by 
one or two muskets (two luu-ket balls from 
the enemy whistled over m y head as J 
came to the front;, lie turned and came 
back toward his line, upon the side of the 
road to his left. 
As he rode near to the 
Confederate troops just placed in position, 
and ignorant that he was in front, the left 
company began firing to the front, an l two 
of his party fell from their saddles dead— 
Captain Boswell, of the Engineers, and 
Sergeant Cunliffe, of Ihe signal corps. Spur­ 
ring his horse across the road to nis right, 
lie was m et by a second volley from the 
right company of Pender’s North Carolina 
brigade. 
Under 
Ibif 
volley, 
when 
not two rods from the troops, the General 
received three balls at the same instant. 
One penetrated the palm of his right hand 
and was cut out (hat night from the back 
of his hand. 
A second passed around the 
wrist of the left arm and passed out 
through the left hand. 
But a third bail 
passed through the left arm half-way from 
shoulder to elbow. The large bone of the 
upper arm was splintered to the elbow 
joint, and the wound bled freely, llis horse 
turned quickly from the fire through the 
thick bushes, which swept the cap from 
the General’s head and scratched his fore­ 
head, leaving drops of bloop to stain his 
face. 
As he lost nis hold upon the bridle- 
rein he reeled from the saddle, and was 
caught by the arm s of Captain M ilboume, 
of tlie signal 
corps. 
Raid upon the 
ground, there at once came to his succor 
General A. P. H ill and members of his 
stall'. 
“ The w riter reached his side a m inute 
after, to tind General H ill holding the head 
and shoulders of the wounded chief. Cut­ 
ting open the coat-sleeve from wrist to 
shoulder, I found the wound in the upper 
arm , and with m y handkerchief I bound 
the arm above the wound to stem the flow 
of 
blood. 
Couriers were sent for Dr. 
H unter McGuire, the surgeon of the corps 
and the General s trusted friend, and for an 
ambulance, 
Being outside of our lines it 
was urgent that he should be moved at 
once. 
W ith difficulty litter-bearers were 
brought from the line near by, the General 
placed upon the litter, and carefully raised 
to the shoulder. 1 m yself bearing one 
comer. 
A m om ent later artillery from the 
Federa’ side wa* opened upon u s ; great 
broadsides thumb-red over the woods; hiss­ 
ing shells 
searched 
the dark thickets 
through, and shrapnels swept the road 
along which we moved. 
*’ Two or three steps further and the lit­ 
ter-bearer at my side was struck and fell, 
but as the I filer turned Major W atkins 
Leigh, of H ill’s sUfl, happily caught it. 
B ut the fright of the men was so great that 
we were obliged to lay tht* litter and its 
burden down upon the road. 
As the litter- 
bearers ran to the cover of the trees I threw 
m yself by the General’s side and held him 
firmly to the ground as he auem pted to 
rise, ev er us swept the rapid fire «»f shot 
and shell—grapeshot s«rikfiij fire upon the 
flinty rock of the road ad around us, and 
sweeping from their feet horses aud men of 
the artillery just moved to ti»? front. S >on 
the tiring veered to the other side ot the 
road, and 1 sprang t » my feet, as:>i?t»-. 
General to rise, paired my arm ar 
him , and with the wounded man s w 
thrown heavily upon me, we foraoois 
road. 
“ Entering the woods, he sank t-: 
ground from exhaustio n, but the litter was 
soon brought, and, again rallying a tew 
men. wo e.-saved to carry him further, vs hen 
a second bearer foil at my side. This time, 
with none to assist, the litter careened, and 
the General fell to the ground with a groan 
of deep pain. 
Greatly alarmed. I sprang 
to his head, and lifting his head as a stray 
beam ot m oonlight came through clouds 
and leaves, he opened his eyes and wearily 
s a id : 
‘ Never m ind me. Captain, never 
m ind me.’ 
liaising him again to his feet, 
he was accosted by Brigadier General Pen­ 
der : 
* Oh, General, I hope you are not 
seriously wounded 
I will have to retire 
my troop* to reform them , they are so 
m uch broken by this lire.’ 
But Jackson, 
rallying uis strength, with firm voice said : 
* You m ust hold your ground. General 
Pender ; y-*u m ust hold your ground, sir !’ 
A nd so uttered his laát command on the 
field.*’

you, are beyond telling. 
It cannot be too 
strongly impressed upon every girl who has 
or expects that not undesirable thing, “ a 
little income of her own.’’ what a fortunate 
responsibility this is, and how useful she 
m av m ake it to others. 
H appier than the 
lot of many m arried woman is that of the 
“ unappropriated blessing, as I have heard 
an old maid called, who has her money, 
less or more, in her own hands, and can 
use it as she chooses, generously as wisely, 
without asking auybody’s leave, and being 
accountable for it to no one. 
But then she 
m ust have learned from ner youth upward 
how to use it, she m ust not spare any 
am ount of trouble in the using of it, aud 
she m ust console herself for m any a lonely 
regret—we aro but hum an, all of us '—with 
the thought that she has been trusted to be 
a steward of the Great Master. Such an old 
m aid often does as much good in her gen­ 
eration a-« twenty married women.— By the 
A uthor o f "John Halifax, Gentleman."

T he form al period of m o u rning for a 
w idow in Bengal lasts for one m onth w ith 
the K ayasths, the m ost num erous and in ­ 
fluential clas3 in that part of India—the 
B rahm ins keeping only ten days. 
D uring 
this tim e she lias to prepare h er ow n food, 
confining herself to a single m eal a day, 
w hich consists of boiled coarse rice, sim ­ 
plest vegetables, ghi or clarified butter, aud 
m ilk ; she can on no account touch m eat, 
fish, eggs, or any delicacy at all. 
She is 
forbidden to do up h er h air and p u t any 
scent or oil on her body. 
She m ust p u t on 
th e sam e cotton sari day and n ig h t even 
w hen 
it 
is 
wet, and 
m ust 
eschew 
th e pleasure o f a bed and lie dow n 
on bare ground, or perhaps on a coarse 
b lanket spread 
on 
i t ; 
in som e cases 
she 
cannot 
even 
have 
her 
h air 
dried in the sun, after her daily m orning 
ablution, w hich she m ust go through be­ 
fore she can p u t a particle of food in lier 
m outh. 
T he old w om en say th a t the soul 
of a m an after his death ascends to heaven 
quickly and pleasantly in proportion to the 
bodily inflictions w hich his wife can u n ­ 
dergo in the m onth after the death o f her 
husband. 
Consequently, th e 
new -m ade 
widow, if not for any other reason, at least 
for th e benefit of th e soul of h er departed 
husband, m ust subm it to continuous absti­ 
nence and excruciating self-inflictions. 
A 
w hole m onth passes in this state o f sem i­ 
starvation ; the funeral cerem onies, w hich 
drag on till the end of th a t period, are all 
perform ed, and the rigid observances of the 
widow are a little relaxed, if it m ay be so 
term ed, since th e only relaxation allow ed 
to h er is th at she need not prepare th e food 
w ith h er ow n hands, and th a t she can 
change h er clothes, but alw ays using only 
plain cotton saris. 
T h e real m isery o f the 
widow, howevc-r, begins after th e first 
m onth. 
It is not enough th a t she is.q u ite 
heart-broken for her deceased husband, and 
th a t she undergoes all the above m en ­ 
tioned bodily privations, she m u st also 
continually bear 
th e m ost galling 
in ­ 
dignities am i th e m ost h u m iliatin g self- 
sacritices. 
She cannot 
take an 
active 
part in any religious or social cerem ony. If 
there be a w edding in the house th e widow 
m ust not touch o r in any w ay interfere w ith 
the articles th at are used to keep the curious 
m arriage custom s. 
D uring th e poojalis, or 
religious festivals, she is but grudgingly 
allow ed to approach near the object o f ven­ 
eration, and in som e bigoted fam ilies the 
contact of a w idow is supnosed to pollute 
th e m aterials requisite for th e perform ance 
o f m arriage cerem onies. 
T he widow is in 
fact looked upon as the “evil one” of the 
house. 
If she has no son o r daughter to 
com fort her, or if she has to pass h er whole 
life, as is often the case, w ith h er husband's 
fam ily, her condition truly becom es a help­ 
less one. 
D uring an y cerem ony or grand 
occasion she has silently to look on, others 
around her enjoying and disporting th em ­ 
selves, and if som e k in d relative does not 
com e to relieve h er tedium she has hardly 
an y th in g to do b u t to ru m in a te on h er 
present sad, w retched condition. 
E very 
fem ale m em ber of a fam ily, w hether m ar­ 
ried or unm arried, can go to parties, b u t a 
widow cannot, and if she expresses any 
w ish to join th e fam ily on such occasions 
it is in stan tly repressed by th e curt rebuke 
of h er m other-in-law . or som e other rela­ 
tive, th a t “she is a widow, and she m ust 
not have snch w ishes."— Davendra A’. Das, 
in the Nineteenth Century.

handsom ely decorated slippers, o r m ore of­

and 
above all, the 
face 
is 
washed o f

street. T he T u rk ish w om en then are seen 
to have sm ooth, polished skins, clear com ­ 
plexions, and a pretty color, though dark. 
T hey are in m any respects the handsom est 
race o f w om en, in th e face, though thev 
have absolutely nothing but rolls of fat by 
way o f figure. 
T he Georgians and Circas­ 
sians th at you see am ong them are slen­ 
derly bu ilt w hile young, though th e iife of 
u tter idleness and constant gorm andizing 
m akes them grow fat also ." T he drollest 
th in g is th a t freckles are considered the 
highest m ark of beauty, and only th e Cir­ 
cassians have them . T he wom en eat m uch 
sw eet food, candies aud 
preserves, and 
d rin k inordinate quantities of Serkvs tea 
and m ilk for ih eir com plexion, and eat 
rice in every im aginable form .

back w ith a considerable addition to th eir 
avoirdupois and as brow n as S panish seño­ 
ritas.—¿¿change.

Is it One that Can be Profitably In­ 
troduced into C alifornia?— 
Som e Interesting F acts. 


P . J . B erckm aus, o f A ugusta, Georgia, 
w rites as follows to th e Orchard, and Garden 
concerning th e peen-to, or flat peach, of 
China, w hich w ill interest our num erous 
fruit-grow ers: 
T here is in C hina a type of peaches 
w hich is quite distinct in in its sub-tropical 
habits from th e varieties o f another, of 
w hich we have cultivated a nu m b er for 
m ore th an th irty years, and o f w hich th e 
old C hina Cling’or S hanghae was the first. 
T he varieties of this latter type are adapted 
to sections of th e U nited States w here the 
ord in ary varieties of the P ersian strain suc­ 
ceed, w hile th e form er type is sub-tropical 
in its habit and of nó value for orchard 
culture outside th e orange belt. 
T h e trees 
bloom here during Ja n u ary , an d retain 
this tendency to early bloom ing w herever 
grow n. 
Ja v a peach is given as a synonym 
in D ow ning's “ F ru it and F ru it Trees of 
A m erica." 
T his seem s to be m ore m ore 
appropriate th an th a t of Chinese peach, 
w hich, from th e great num ber of varieties 
of th a t type now grow n here, is som ew hat 
an indefinite nam e. 
In th e first edition of 
M r. D ow ning's w ork 11845) a foot-note be­ 
gins th u s: “ T his variety h as been several 
tim es im ported to th is country and lost on 
the w ay,” etc., show ing, as Mr. F u ller says, 
th a t it was not then a new v a rie ty : but 
w ith every effort I m ade to obtain it since 
1S56 I failed to receive th e tru e variety, 
eith er 
from 
A m erican 
or 
E uropean 
nurseries. 
In 1S09 I received a q u an ­ 
tity 
of 
peach pits 
from 
a 
friend in 
A ustralia. 
T hese produced m an y distinct 
seedlings. 
Som e w eie 
of 
exceedingly 
dw arf grow th and died w hen tw o years 
old ; others produced sem i-double tiowers 
and w ere o f tall grow th, but, failing to pro­ 
duce fruit for a n u m b er of years, were 
finally uprooted. 
O ne tree w ith large 
single tiowers set one fruit w hen three 
years old. and its shape corresponded w ith 
the description in D ow ning's w ork. 
A few 
trees w ere propagated from it and distrib­ 
uted am ong friends hi F lorida w ith a view 
of testing its value there, it being ap p ar­ 
ently unsuited for orchard culture in m id­ 
dle Georgia, ow ing to its bloom ing too 
early. 
O ne of these trees sent to M. G. 
Y niestra, of Pensacola, 
F la., 
in 1875, 
fruited du rin g the follow ing year, and m a­ 
tured its fruit at th e th e end of M ay. 
On 
Ju n e 23.1877, 1 received a basket o f th e 
truit and a photograph of th e tree, then 
three years old, and w hich produced 1,200 
perfect peaches. 
T he extraordinary yield, 
quality and vigor of this tree attracted im ­ 
m ediate attention, and its cultivation in 
S outh and m iddle F lorida is now q u ite ex ­ 
tended. 
T h e m atu rity of th e fruit upon 
Mr. Y niestra’s tree varied considerably at 
first. 
In 1876 fruit w as ripe in the m iddle 
of M ay, 1877 m iddle of Ju n e, and in 1880 as 
early as A pril 27th. 
T he average period in 
south and m iddle F lorida is from M ay 10th 
to Ju n e 15th. 
Som e trees w ere sent to correspondents 
in Jacksonville, but they disposed of th eir 
land soon afterw ard, and no report was ever 
received as to w hat ultim ately becam e ot 
th e trees. 
P erhaps one found its w av to 
A lachua county, and this m ay account for 
th e ridiculous story of its origin there. 
W hen I dissem inated this peach, after 
being fully tested in F lorida, I declined to 
give it m y nam e as requested by Florida 
friends, w ho w ere th en cultivating it under 
th at appellation, because it w as not a new 
variety, but m erely a reproduction of a type, 
and gave it the generic nam e o f Peen-To, 
w hich m eans F la t P each in the Chinese 
vernacular. 
If your readers w ill refer to th e last n u m ­ 
bers of th e Flower Dispatch, of Jackson­ 
ville, they w ill find m any interesting a rti­ 
cles upon th is peach, w hich seem s to have 
found a congenial clim ate and soil in m id ­ 
dle and south F lorida, and opened there a 
new source of production, as peach culture 
was heretofore unsuccessful, ow ing to th e 
absence of suitable varieties. 
It is well 
know n th at few of ou r leading varieties of 
th e Persian strain succeed in th e orange- 
grow ing zone, w hile those of the Jav a or 
southern C hina type are em inently well 
adapted, and th e sub-varieties of the n o rth ­ 
ern C hina strain succeed adm irably in the 
upper and w estern sections, b u t not so far 
south as eith er the peen-to o r honey. 
I w ould also state th a t th e peen-to is 
only a variety of type w hich em braces 
m any form s and th at a great variation m ay 
be anticipated in its seedlings. 
L ately sev­ 
eral distinct varieties have been obtained 
in south F lorida, som e being later and of a 
globular form . 
T h is is m erely th e begin­ 
ning of a new race of peaches w hich m ay, 
ere long, becom e as profitable to o u r F lo r­ 
ida friends as is th e cultivation of the 
orange. 
T he follow ing letter was w ritten by the 
sam e party in A ustralia from w hom I ob­ 
tained tb e peach pits in I860: 
" By th e San Francisco m ail, w hich 
leaves here to-m orrow m orning, I purpose 
sending you m y collection o f peach stones, 
in three packages. 
T hey are all of Chinese 
races—nearly all seedlings of th e original 
flat peach of C hina, w hich we have been 
grow ing for th e last th irty -six years. 
T be 
original is a free-stone fruit, b u t it sports in 
th e m ost w onderful w ay. 
V ery often in a 
w hole bed of seedlings ño two w ill be alike 
in all points, vet all be good. Som e are of 
th e original flat, shape, eith er slip or cling, 
w hile others w ill be th e o rdinary peach 
form , also divided into cling and slip, gen­ 
erally w ith pure w hite, juicy flesh and pale 
colored stones. 
T hey' w ill also ripen at 
different tim es, b u t I suppose too early for 
A ugusta on 
account 
of 
spring frosts. 
A m ong these stones are a few peculiar but 
valuable 
C hinese 
varieties, som e w ith 
m arked noyau flavor, som e solid fleshed, 
good carrying and very valuable cooking 
sorts, and a few from L ahore, In d ia—evi­ 
dently originally from C hina. 
Í tried to 
keep these sorts distinct for yon, as the 
fruits ripened and ourselves and the chil­ 
dren consum ed them , b u t 
lam entably 
failed. 
H ow ever, they w ill alm ost all be 
w orth grow ing, and I th in k your F lorida 
friends w ill appreciate them .” 


A 
R ussia n 
M il l io n a ir e.—A R ussian 
m illionaire lias recently had b u ilt for him 
in St. Peterburg a m ost sum ptuous sm ok­ 
ing-room , w hich is '.he asto n ish m en t o f all 
the n o rth ern capital. 
Its richness consists 
n o t so m uch in its furniture, w hich is a 
m odel of sim plicity, b u t in its w alls. T hese 
are literally lined w ith E uropean b an k ­ 
notes. 
Instead o f the m ass o f w hite ceil­ 
in g w hich form s the desperations of disci­ 
ples of W illiam M orris, is seen a profusion 
of A ustrian notes m ost artistically grouped 
around a blue ten-florin b an k n o te. C harm ­ 
ing designs com posed of French, E nglish, 
Italian and R ussian bank notes adorn the 
w alls. 
T his curious room has received 
m any fam ous visitors from all parts of the 
com pass. 
A m ong others a celebrated H nn- 
garian painter was introduced. H e glanced 
up at th e eccentric m illionaire, and said 
w ith a s m ile : " Sir. it i9 a pity you have 
already th u s disposed of your m oney, for 
th e sam e am ount I w ould w illingly have 
decorated your w alls—perhaps m ore artis­ 
tically, indeed, th an is now th e case--by 
covering them w ith paintings, even as 
M ichael A ngelo did his holiness Pope 
Ju liu s th e Second.”— Fall M all Gazelle. 


To K eep P reserved F p.u it.—In order to 
keep 
preserved fruit in condition it is 
necessary th at the jars be air-tight, and th at 
thev be kept in a cool, dark place. 
A tm os­ 
pheric air is “ extrem ely insinuating,” and 
it w iil penetrate even by m icroscopic open­ 
ings. and thus injure the product o f labor 
perform ed in th e torrid su m m er days in a 
kitchen w ith a tem p eratu re considerably 
over 100°. 
T he top o f every ja r w ith a 
screw or rubber fastening should be sealed 
w ith b oitie w ax. 
Je lly glasses should be 
secured w ith bladders, or w ith paper dipped 
in w hite of egg and pressed about th e glass 
w ithout a w rinkle. 
M any persons take 
the precaution to w rap every glass ja r or 
tum bler in paper, and th en pack each of 
them in saw dust or sand, so th a t they w ill 
nn, be aflected by lig h t n o r by atm ospheric 
changes. 
T h e closet in w hich preserves 
are kept should n o t be dam p, no r should it 
be in close proxim ity to th e kitchen. 
In 
w in ter the tem perature m ust be a degree or 
tw o above freezing i>oint. 
It is alw ays well 
to keep preserves in a closet by them selves, 
so th a t it need only be opened w hen 
necessary to store each'new addition of jars. 
T hus th e atm ospheric changes are reduced 
to a m inim um aud the fru it w ill rem ain in 
g>iod condition.—.Y. F. Commercial Adver­ 
tiser, 


N ew Cable L in e .— A t present 
w hen 
telegraphic m essages are sent from the 
U nited Stales to B razil th ey m ust first be 
cabled to E urope, and sent from there to 
th eir d e s'tnation. 
T his is not only a very 
roundabout m ethod b u t also ven- expen­ 
sive. each w ord costing $2 06 for its trans­ 
m ission. 
A new enterprise has ju st been 
organized in New Y ork for th e construction 
of a direct cable to Venezuela and Brazil. 
It is called, in h o n o r o f th e E m peror, the 


P edro Segundo A m erican T elegraph and 
Cable C om pany, and starts out w ith a capi­ 
tal o f $2.500,000. 
T he Im perial G overn­ 
m ent of Brazil and R epublic of V enezuela 
have both granted very favorable conces­ 
sions to th e new com pany. 
Its cable w ill 
be over 4.000 m iles long, a"nd is being con­ 
structed in E ngland. 
It w ill probably be 
com pleted in a few weeks, and w ill be laid 
as soon as th e equinoctial storm s are over.

A NEW VIEW OF CONSUMPTION. 


A b yssin ian T rad ition . 
It is a curious historical fact th a t there 
still exists in A bvssinia a form of C hristian­ 
ity w hich is as old as th e C hurch of Rom e 
or th at of Greece. 
It can claim to be called 
prim itive. 
B u t we have to do w ith this 
m atter here only so far as to take notice of 
a tradition w hich evidently h ad its origin 
in th e church. 
I t is taken from th e en ter­ 
tain in g volum es of M. de Cosson. 
T he native traditions affirm th a t St. 
A reed w as first stru ck w ith th e idea of 
com posing th e A byssinian church m usic 
by seeing three birds singing on a tree, 
th eir nu m b er rem inding him of th e H oly 
T rinity. 
H e was inspired w ith th e notion 
of inventing a m usical instru m en t, and 
forthw ith invented a sort of rattle, w hich 
is used to this day by th e priests to accom ­ 
pany th eir chants. 
D elighted w ith his new m usical instru- 
m ent^St. A reed w ent w ith it to th e K ing, 
and began to perform . H istory relates that 
th e K ing was so absorbed in th e charm s of 
the m usic th a t h e inadvertently rested the 
point of his spear on A reed’s great toe, and 
gracefully reclining his w eight on it, pinned 
th e w orthy saint to the ground. 
M y ow n opinion is th a t th e astute m on­ 
arch" resorted to this as a last and desperate 
resource to induce th e saint to bring his 
perform ance to an e n d ; but if this were 
his intention, he was disappointed, for 
A reed was so carried aw ay w ith delight at 
his ow n harm onies th a t he never even no­ 
ticed th e accident, though th e ground was 
covered w ith his blood. 
T his story is de­ 
picted in tw o paintings in one of th e native 
churches. 


H ow 
t o P r u n e .—W e look upon 
th e 
roots as th e parts th at nou rish , but th e 
roots are th e m ouths thro u g h w hich food 
is taken. 
I t is m ore correct to say th a t 
th e stom ach nourishes rath er th an the 
m outh, and th e leaves of th e tree rath er 
th an th e roots. 
By severely cutting back 
beads of trees I caii alm ost suspertd grow th. 
T hus we often leave branches that I know 
m u st com e off n ex t season, sim ply to 
induce 
grow th 
o f 
the 
p art 
th a t 
is 
to rem ain perm anently. 
Som e 
people 
seek to urge th e grow th of scions in 
new ly-grafted trees by rem oving all large 
lim bs. 
T hey should rem em ber th at they 
th u s rem ove th a t w hich induces grow th, 
and after such severe slaughter m an y of 
th e fibrous roots w ill be found d ead ; for if 
they have no w ork to perform they becom e 
feeble and short-lived. W e m ust distinguish 
the difference betw een trees and vines. 
It 
we w ish th e grape to grow vigorously we 
cut it back closely, for its leaves are very 
large, and it h as the faculty of covering a 
trellis w ith only a few buds. 
T h u s we cut 
feeble;grow ing vines back m ore closely 
th an strong-grow ing, for by close cutting 
w e get m ore foliage th an by leaving canes 
long. 
T herefore, in p ru n in g trees the d an­ 
ger lies in cutting too m uch, and w ith vines 
in n o t cutting aw ay enough. 
If you w ish 
the tree to spread, cut to an outside b u d ; 
if to ru n h ig h er and closer, to an upper 
o r inside bud. 
Leave no crotches, as they 
are certain to break w hen laden. 
Cut 
close to th e shoulder, b u t do n o t cut the 
shoulder. R em em ber th a t he w ho does not 
trim at all gets the m ost grow th of tree, yet 
he w ho trim s often and wisely has the 
best orchard and fattest pocketbook.— Fruit 
Recorder. 


A n E sc a p e from a S h a r k .—A very re­ 
m arkable story, of w hose tru th , how ever, 
th ere is not th e slightest doubt, is toid in 
the last num ber of the Lancet. 
It is an 
acconnt by E . E nsor. senior surgeon at th e 
P rovincial H ospital, P o rt E lizabeth, of a 
m an w hose leg was com pletely bitten off 
by a shark, w ho had th e stu m p im m e­ 
diately am putated and 
w ho recovered. 
T he subject of the story h ad been having a 
sw im in th e sea at 7 a . .m. on th e 28th of 
Ja n u ary last, and cam e out, intending to 
take one m ore header from th e jetty . 
H e 
plunged in, and “ on rising to th e surface 
felt a sh arp pain in the thigh, and before 
he could cry out received an o th er horrid 
crunch, and dow n he w ent in th e jaw s of a 
huge sh ark . 
H e struggled for a m om ent, 
and felt tw isted about and shaken, then 
free, and w ith on instinctive effort as he 
rose to th e surface, m ade a suprem e at­ 
tem pt to reach th e landing stairs, w hich 
w ere close by.” 
F ortu n ately there were 
som e people on the jetty w ho pulled him 
o u t and did th eir best to stop th e bleeding 
w ith towels, etc.. w hile they sent for a doc­ 
tor. 
H e w as carried to th e P rovincial H os­ 
pital, an d th e stum p was im m ediately 
am putated under chloroform , and in a few 
days h e recovered and was able to get about 
w ith crutches. 
“ It is very rarely. I im ­ 
agine,” says M r. E nsor, “ th a t a hum an 
being w ho has once been in th e jaw s of a 
sh ark has been saved, and m ore rarely still 
saved by surgical aid. 
A m oDth after the 
accident the only trouble from which the 
patient suffered was pain in the absent foot, 
b ut this th e brain, by and by, w ould cease 
to rem em ber. 


G lass R a il s and G lass S l e e pe r s.— Mr. 
Siem ens w rites from D resden: “ As con­ 
cerns the report m entioned in several E n ­ 
glish papers about th e discovery of produc­ 
ing rails in the sam e w ay as sleepers. I 
m ust state th at th e contents of this report 
are founded on a m isunderstanding. 
G er­ 
m an new spapers, w hich brought th eir a rti­ 
cles regarding oast glass translated from 
E nglish jo u rn als, erroneously translated 
the E nglish ‘sleeper 
into th e G erm an 
‘schienen,’ signifying rails' in E nglish, and 
it was th is m istake w hich led th e E nglish 
papers to th e opinion th at F rederick S ie­ 
m ens had succeeded in m anufacturing also 
rails from east glass. 
A llow m e to add for 
public inform ation th at a sam ple of these 
glass sleepere recently tesied at th e A nder- 
ston F o undry C om pany, L im ited, Glasgow, 
resisted a falling w eight of 3if cw t. failing 
upon n rail placed upou th e sleeper set in 
sat.d ballast, com m encing at sixinche3 and 
rising by succeeding increm ents 
o f six 
inches up to nine feet six inches—the m ax ­ 
im u m elevation to w hich the test ram could 
be elevated—w ith o u t effects un til th e blow 
had been repeated for th e six th tim e. 
Cast 
iron sleepers are expected to w ithstand a 
sim ilar test up to seven feet only. T he cost 
of glass sleepers w ill be considerably less 
th an those of cither cast iro n or steel, while 
the m aterial is practically im perishable as 
regards clim ate changes, atm ospheric influ­ 
ences, or th e ravages o f such insects as the 
w hite a n t.”— R ailw ay Review. 


R espiration and P oetry.—T h e natural 
rate of respiration is from sixteen to tw enty- 
four breaths per m inute, th e average being 
twcDty ; and l>r. O liver W endell H olm es 
ba3 explained th e p opularity of the octo­ 
syllabic verse by th e fact th a t it follow s th e 
n atu ral rh y th m of respiration m ore exactly 
than any other. E xperim ents w ith th e 
poetry of Scott, Ix>ngfellow and T ennyson 
show th at an average of tw enty lines will 
be read in a m inute, so th a t one respiration 
will suffice for each line. 
T he articulation 
is so easy, in fact, th a t it is liable to run 
into a sing-song. 
T he tw elve-syllable line, 
on th e oiher hand, as in D rayton’s “ I’oly- 
olbion,” is pronounced alm ost intolerable 
on account of its unphysiological construc­ 
tion. 
F rom this it follows that, w hile th e 
poets disregard science in m any w ays w ith 
im punity, no th in g in poetry or in vocal 
m usic is likely to w in favor th at is not cal­ 
culated w ith strict reference to the respira­ 
tory functions.

W h at can tie of greater in ­ 
terest to an y h u m an m in d th an to exam in e 
i he ground we w alk over, and upon which 
we depend for sustenance, and for our in ­ 
com e for other purposes—and to learn how 
it was form ed, and how it is now constantly 
undergoing changes. 
I f these agencies 
th a t produced our soils from rocks in the 
past ages, should cease to act now , barren­ 
ness w ould soon cover the face of the earth, 
and in a com paratively short period, the 
1,450,000,000 h u m an beings w ould dw indle 
to a few persons here an d there ; w hile th e 
m yriads of other living anim als w ould 
largely becom e extinct. 
D oubtless th e ex­ 
planations last week, of the vast pow er 
exerted every year by w ind alone, in pro­ 
ducing fresh soils, and in changing the 
surface c f o ur fields, was new to a great 
m ajority of readers.

them 
coarse crash is alm ost poison to sensitive 
skins, and often causes irritation and a 
small eruption like rash. Then rub into 
them thoroughly about the joints or injured 
parts either cold creatu, or w hat is better, 
glycerine, perfectly pure, and mixed w ith 
double the quantity of water. Especially 
should it be diligently applied to the joints 
of the great toes if they are enlarged or 
painful. W ipe off with a damp cloth and 
cry carefully, after which powder the feet 
thoroughly w ith rice flour powder. Brush 
off all that comes away easily, and put on 
the stocking, being careful that no sem­ 
blance of a seam conies over the sensitive 
joints. Adjust the shoe carefully — never 
“ jum p in to ” any article of w eiringapparei 
—smooth the boot over the foot and ankle, 
if it is a high top, and be certain that it is 
comfortable. 
These cautions may seem trifles, but the 
feet are ill, and ail conditions of lecovery 
m ust be observed. 
Take care that they do 
not get very cold or in the least damp. 
The aakle should also be protected by 
gaiters or leggings, if there is any necessity 
lor going out in wet w eather.' The difli- 
eulty is an inflammation of the joint m em ­ 
branes, and ha3 had m any serious results. 
At night, the feet may be wiped oil with a 
dam p cloth, and the glycerine and Dowder 
repeated. 
Ladies who adopt this plan will 
never find soft corns coming between the 
toes. 
For bard corns there is nothing bet­ 
ter than a little judiciously applied caustic, 
which should ju st touch the hardened part 
of the corn, never the surrounding flesh. 
Repeat every other day, first soaking the 
feet in warm water and gently serapingthe 
surface of the corn u rtil it will finally 
come out altogether. G rt it care m ust be 
taken to keep the caustic from the whole 
flesh, and the foot should never be damp, 
as the application will spread rapidly. 
Such a course of treatm ent, patiently fol­ 
lowed, has in several cases restored to quite 
passable shape and comfort feet that were 
considered as hopelessly deformed.—De­ 
murest's Monthly.

Bacteria are very sm all organisms of a 
vegetable nature, so sm all that the naked 
eye has very little knowledge of their ex­ 
istence. They are ubiquitous and play no 
small part in disease. 
H undreds of thou­ 
sands of them can find ample room in a 
single drop of water. Their weight is so 
small that to express it you would use up a 
pot of ink in writiDg down your fractions. 
They are vegetable, and their constitution 
does not differ much from that of a cab­ 
bage. Although plants, m any of them are 
endowed with little propellers, by means of 
which they move. Their motion appears, 
although they have no brains or senses, to 
be a hunt for food. 
There are four chief forms of these germs. 
There are round ones called micrococci, 
elongated ones called bacteria, longer ones 
known as bacilli, and spiral, screw-like 
ones answering to the names of screw bac­ 
teria or spirilli. Then there are big ones 
called mycelial fungi, which belong to the 
molds. 
Bacteria are 
found absolutely every­ 
where. The air in this room contains 
plenty. 
It is approxim ated that there are 
200 bacteria to every cubic meter of air. 
There is no substance at all in which they 
are not present, except in oils, metals and 
acids. There are m ultitudes on our bodies 
and inside them . Different kinds of bac­ 
teria grow best on different soils, ju st as 
watermelons grow well in Jersey and some 
weeds flourish best on sandy soils. 
They have special likings for different 
kinds of food, as I have found out in m y 
artificial culture of them . 
If I want to 
raise a certain kind of bacterium I have to 
give it potato, because it likes potato. A n­ 
other sort fives on bread. 
Still another 
prefers gelatine. 
This sort (indicating) I 
raise on chicken soup, because it is par­ 
ticularly fond of chicken soup. 
That one 
over there gets its nourishm ent from blood 
serum . It is the same in their liking for 
diseases. Thus we find certain forms of 
bacilli in cholera, others in consumption. 
As one description of bacillus likes chicken 
soup, another likes relapsing fever. 
The 
relation of bacteria to dyeing and staining 
depends upon this principle. 
Bacteria are very useful in the economy 
of nature. Their greatestuseis in putrefac­ 
tion. By living on anim al material bacteria 
decompose it into inorganic substances and 
gases. 
By this means anim als are resolved 
into their constituents. Bacteria help to 
keep up the cycle of nature, and the soil 
could not exist w ithout them . They are 
necessary, too, in fermentation. The fer­ 
m entation which results in pickle, vinegar 
and preserves is caused by these sm all 
bodies. 
In the production of certain drugs, chem ­ 
ical substances and coloring m atters they 
are useful. W e are afraid of them , and 
that fear m akes us keep our apartm ents 
clean, and causes us to look after hygiene 
generally. 
It forces the surgeon to becare- 
ftil in operation. Our whole alim entary 
canal is a botanical garden of bacteria, and 
they live on our mucous m embrane. W ith 
this abundance of them it would be queer 
if they hadn’t some use. They help in the 
digestion of food in the lower bowel and in 
the m outh, perhaps by a process akin to 
fermentation. 
Dr. Form ad then had exhibited with the 
stereoptieon specimens of bacilli. 
There 
were shown samples of ordinary mold, 
magnified two thousand tim es w ith the 
microscope; micrococci, from a case of 
diphtheria, very like clusters of eggs, but 
with, in their natural state, diam eters of 
only one-lifty-thousandtU of an inch. Then 
there were micrococci scraped from Dr. 
Form ad's own tongue, and fermentation 
bacteria, such, explained the lecturer, as 
are produced in sauerkraut; micrococci 
from the blood of a diphtheritic child, and 
also from a case of erysipelas. 
To find out w hat Kind ot bacteria are in 
water, take ten drops of water and putinto 
it some jelly. Pour the jelly on a glass plate 
and little colonies ot bacteria will develop 
from the germs tbat happen to be in the 
water. The gelatine is a good food for 
them . You can readily read from their 
appearance w hat the germs are, and you 
can calculate the percentage of im purity in 
the water. 
The air can be easily exam ined for bac­ 
teria. Cut a clean potato in half and ex­ 
pose it to the atmosphere for a few hours. 
Some germs will fall on it, and, being on a 
nutritive material, they will begin to grow. 
They reproduce at the rate of 20,000 to 30,­ 
000 a m inute on a potato. On this particu­ 
lar potato (exhibiting one) four different 
kinds of bacteria have fallen. 
Yon can see 
that by the colors, white", brown, yellow 
and so on. Plates of gelatine exposed de­ 
velop bacteria in the same way. Air can 
be exam ined for germs by passing it 
through a tube on the bottom of which 
gelatine is lying. The air can be measured 
and th- percentage of germs calculated. 
The Sanitary Era, speaking upon sanita­ 
tion of bacteria by ventilation, says : 
“ In connection with the subject of ven­ 
tilation and 
atmospheric poisoning, we 
have referred to the dispersion of poison­ 
ous exhalations, as if the best and most 
necessary thing the atmosphere can do for 
us were to dilute the dose. 
But the actual 
sanitation of the poison of polluted air is 
no less effective in nature than that of 
polluted water, and is affected by one of 
the same agents, in the same way. 
Recent 
investigation reveals a philosophy of both 
bane and antidote that surprise’s us with 
its simplicity as m uch as with its ef­ 
ficiency. A t tho m om ent when hum anity 
stands 
aghast 
at 
the 
announcement 
that 
genus 
are 
not 
destroyed 
by 
disinfectants, 
comes 
the counter dis­ 
covery that they are rendered harmless by 
oxygen. It seems that it ruakes no differ­ 
ence, really, of what sort or from what 
source are tlio bacteria that we take into 
the blood. 
The 
only 
m aterial differ­ 
ence to us depends on the sort of atmos­ 
phere in which their hourly generations are 
bred. 
For example, the bacteria developed 
in confined air, from a sim ple infusion of 
hay, are found by experim ent to he as 
capable of generating that ruo3t terrible 
of blood poisoners, the m alignant pustule, 
as are the bacteria taken from the pustule 
it-elf. 
“ On the ether hand, the bacteria from the 
m alignant postule itself, after propagating 
for a few hours in pure and free air, 
become a perfectly harmless race, ami 
are actually injected into the blood with 
impunity. 
The explanation of the strange 
discovery 
is 
this: 
Note 
its extreme 
simplicity—bacteria bred in copious oxy­ 
gen saon perish as a race for want of it in 
the blood vessels : whereas those inured to 
an unventilated atm osphere for a few gen­ 
erations, which means only a few hours, 
are prepared to thrive and propagate in ­ 
finitely within oar veins, and that is the 
whole m ystery of 
blood-poisoning and 
zymotic diseases. Taken in connection 
with the narcotic or nerve-poisoning power 
of carbonic acid (to which all the classes 
of disease resulting from colds are due), 
we have also iu this sim ple but grand 
discovery the 
whole 
m ystery of the 
question why free air is health, and why 
sickness is a purely domestic product. The 
restitution ot natural health to m ankind 
depends on the constant 
diffusion 
in 
copious and continuous floods of atm os­ 
pheric oxygen, of the nerve-poisoning car­ 
bonic acid of combustion (organic or in ­ 
organic), and of the blood-poisoning bac­ 
teria of organic decomposition, w hether in 
air or water.”

I ce R ivehs.—Ordinary glaciers are ac­ 
cum ulations of ice descending along val­ 
leys from snow-covered elevations. They 
are ice-streams, 200 to 5,000 feet deep or 
more, fed by the snow and frozen m ist of 
regions above the lim it of perpetual frost. 
They stretch on 4,000 to 7,000 feet below the 
snow line, because they are so large that 
the heat of sum m er cannot melt them . 
Some of them reach down into open culti­ 
vated tracts, the extremities of the Grin- 
nelwald and Chamouni glaciers, for in­ 
stance, being found within a few hundred 
feet of the gardens and houses of the in ­ 
habitants of the valleys. 
The best known 
glaciers are those of the Alps—num bering 
1,120, as Professor Heim has just ascer­ 
tained, and covering a total area of more 
than 500 square miles—but im portant ones 
occur also in the Pyrenees, the m ountains 
of Norway, Spitzbergen. Iceland, the Cau­ 
casus, the Him alayas, the southern ex­ 
trem ity of the Ancles, in Greenland,- and 
on Antarctic lands. One of tbe Spitzbergen 
glaciers stretches eleven m iles along the 
coast, and projects in icy cliffs 100 to 400 
feet high. The great H um boldt glacier of 
Greenland, north of the 
seventy-ninth 
parallel, has a breadth of forty-five miles at 
the toot, where it enters the sea. This 
glacier is but one of m any in tbat icy land, 
in the interior of which, according to Nor- 
denskjold, one may pass over a vast ocean 
of ice and snow, 1.200 miles long and -100 
miles wide, w ithout seeing a plant, a stone, 
or a patch of earth. 


N atu ra l Co n d itio n o f W a t er.—W ater 
is not only a great solvent of soluble sub­ 
stances, but a greater vehicle of insoluble 
things and of living things. 
In ordinary 
brook water, outside of anim al animalcnUc, 
are numberless eggs and spawn of all the 
lower anim al species, spores of vegetables 
and m inute masses of dead and decompos­ 
ing organic m atter. 
There are spring, well 
and lake waters which are alm ost entirely 
free from such contam ination, but they are 
in a sm all m inority. The vast majority of 
the waters used in the great cities of the 
country are full of these elements of im ­ 
purity.’ Take, for instance, the nnfiltere-.l 
table water of New Orleans and allow it to 
stand several hours. 
A heavy brown sedi­ 
m ent is formed, of which 32 per cent, are 
decaying anim al and vegetable organisms. 
The supernatant fluid generally shows con­ 
siderable quantities of embryonic life and 
of floating decayed organic m atter. 
Under 
even a low power of the microscope, the 
globules swarm w ith bacteria and other 
phytczoa. 
In m any cases other sources 
add to the pollution. Among these are 
sewage, im pure surface water from culti­ 
vated lands, drainage from thickly popu­ 
lated towns arid cities, the waste products 
from refineries and manufactories, percola­ 
tions through marshes, m alarious land and 
unhealtbful geological strata.— Ainericati 
Analyst.
